One of ihe most dangerous pitfalls 
that beset the path of the illegitimate 


child is the “baby farm,” an institu- 


tion which preys upon the unfortv- 


nate mother and derives a profit from 
the barter of human lives, 

An investigation by the Juvenile 
Protective association in 1917 revealed 
there were nearly 100 of these “‘ farms” 
in Chicago alone. At that time Dr. 
W. K. Murray of the health depart- 
ment estimated there *vere between 
800 and 1,000 homes in the city where 
“babies were boarded.” Conditions 
had been but slightly improved when 
the Curran legislative committee made 
a survey the following year. 

An attempt has been made to legis- 
late teeese homes out of existence, but 
they still thrive, although not so open- 
ly and not upon so large a scale as 
before. Most of the notorious “ baby 
farmers” of four years ago are now

How “Farms” Reap Profit. 

The average mother, weak and with- 
out funds, leaving the hospital with 
her baby, seeks seclusion. The “ baby 
farm,” tipped off by some unscrupu- 
lous person—usually a hospital attend- 


ant or midwife—offers a secret haven. 


There the mother is allowed to leave 
her child, “‘no questions asked,” and 
go her way, perhaps never to return 
If she is able to pay, she is charged a 
fee for disposing of the baby, usually 
in the guise of “board money.”

Theodore Roosevelt was asked, in the course of a 
conversation, why he felt so passionately about 
Belgium and France and why he was. so intense 
and yehement, above al! other American public 
men, against Germany. 

He said that he regarded Germany itn its pre- 
vailing ideas and policies as a menace to the 
world’s security and a great danger to the United 
States. He said that he did not expect Germany, 
if victorious, to attack the United States directly, 
but he did expect that she would find a way quickly 
to draw the United States into a position from 
which we could extricate ourselves only by war, 
which we were not prepared to fight. 

In the event of a German victory he expected 
to find Germany in the Caribbean, intervening in

That sale of materials had greatly increased 
American wealth and it had angered the Germans. 
The victorious part of Europe would have been 
determined to make the United States pay and the 
defeated part of Europe would have been very glad 
to see us pay. | 

Even if we could have ‘won this war our losses 
in men, in devastated cities, in wealth would have 
been so great that the cost of the war in France 
would seem almost trivial. If we had lost it the 
indemnity exacted would have exceeded our issues 
of Liberty bonds—$30,000,000,000 or $40,000,000,000. 
It might have been almost the ruin of a nation. 

Roosevelt saw these possibilities as certainties 
in the event ofa German victory in Europe, and he 
may have been right in his reasoning. We know 
that the Germans blamed us and hated us for our 
attitude towards them and the kaiser had threat- 
ened that our turn would come next. 


The predominant sentiment in the United States 
wus against going into the war in Europe. Mr. 
Wilson made it his policy to keep out and he was 
reélected because people thought he was sincere in 
that policy and they hoped he would be successfu!. 
In spite of the desire to avoid war we were drawn | 
in and we believe now that whether Roosevelt was 
wholly right or not, the United States selected the 
safest and easiest way, the way least expensive in | 
‘men and money, to control its own destiny. 

Whatever ideas might haye been entertained 
regarding the necessity of our going to war, there | 
could be none as to the necessity of our winning 
once we were in. To go in and just be in time te be. 
caught in the ruin of our allies would be to i 


this nation either to the war with Germany single | 


handed or to the consequences of a German vic- | 
tory, the United States being the nation with fat on 


its bones and the allies defeated with it being noth-* 


ing but skeletons. It would have been to us that 
the Germans would have turned with the tat 
mand: Pay me.

WHILE LYONS GOT 
FEES 


City Hall Expert Explains 
Hi Cost of Experting. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Ernest H. Lyons, one of the three 
real estate experts employed by the 
city on six street improvements, con- 
sumeés more than a column in the: Ev- 
anston News-Index to explain Chicago 
city experting to his fellow Evanston- 
jans. He lives at 1304 Wesley avenue 
of the north shore suburb. . 


He lauds the Chicago plan, says @ 
nice word for Michael J. Faherty, pres: 
ident of the board of local improve- 
ments, and tells of the “ good work for 
the city” on the boulevard link, of 
Frank H. Mesce and Austin J. Lynch, 


building experts who have collected 
$1,004,586.84. 


He is the first man prominently con- 
nected with the improvements to give 
his opinion of the total cost of the 
experts, lawyers, litigation, and other 
preliminaries. 

Here’s His Idea of Cost. 

His figure is contained in the follow- 
ing two consecutive sentences. _ 

“It is estimated that by pushing 
five year program on the present wholé- 
sale basis the overhead cost to the city 
can be reduced from 5 per cent to less 
than 3 per cent. Based on the yalué 
of the property on the right of way, 
this would be $5,100,000, and would 
cover all costs of appraisement, -litiga- 
tion, 4nd preparation for the physical 
work.” 

This of course includes $4,891,586.17 
to be paid Mr. Lyons and the other two 
real estate experts, Edward C. Waller 
Jr. and Arthur 8. Merigold, and to the 
two building experts, Frank H. Mesce 
and Austin J. Lynch. Of this amount 
they have already collected $2,736,- 
866.09 on lagt year’s appropriation, 

Large “Staffs” Required. 

Mr. Lyons recites that the employ: 
ment of the five experts’ and their 
compensation was approved unani- 
mously by the council finance com- 
mittee and the council itself. Then hé 
continues: 

the compensatien will 
amount to at the end of five years {t 
is now not possible to state, but it 
can be readily seen that the men whe 
are doing this work on percentage must 
maintain large staffs. of assistants and 
proper equipment, and spend many 


long and weary days in court.” 


He might have/téid his 
friends that in addition to his fees on 
a percentage basis he gets $50 per day 
for testifying in court in behalf of the 
city,” but he didn’t. ccording to 
Faherty’s estimate, Mr. Lyons is to g 
$671,840.83 in fees of which he has col 
lected $577,426.41. The per diem fee 
a be in addition to these percentage 
ees. 

“ Political” End Unfortunate. — 

In another spot of his article he 
makes this observation: 

“So long as the program goes 
through, the personal earnings of any 
one man or_set of men should not be 
allowed to spoil a good record being 
made in this work, but it is unfortunate 
that this great effort at city building 
has become connected with a politi- 
cal controversy.” 

He rises still higher tn the next 
paragraph to say: 

“I know of no reason for the pub- 
lishing of the misleading reports ex. | 
cept as part.of a set policy to dis- 
credit the Thompson administration, 
But the Chicago plan is bigger than 
the Chicago newspapers. It is the 
externalization the ideal<of Chi- 
cago's. greatest architect and one of 
Evanston’s most illustrious citizens.” 

At another place Mr. Lyons says: 

“IT am much interested in the great 
Chicago plan as evolved by Daniel ¢ 
Burnham,” 

Mr. Lyons probably referred to Dan. 
iel Hudson Burnham. That is the 
name of the architect who designed 
the Chicago plan for the Commercial 
club.. 

But this “ world renowned 
by persons who made no error regard- 
ing his middie name, was a piker in 
getting fees for the plan as compared 
with Mr. Lyons. Between 1906 and 
1913 it has been said officially: 


“More than $100,000 was expended 
by the Commercial! club on the original 


and foreign expert talent, and the 
club has sinee contributed an addi- 
tional $100,000 for promotional work.” 

But not a dollar of it went to the 


creator of the plan: 


“He gave his genius to the task 
without charge, assisted by Mr. B. H, 
Bennett,” aays one authority. Mr. 
Lyons in the last year has collected 
$577,426.41 on tris plan.
